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Ante-Peftilentiale, 9 
badges of its mortification, and fo 
works in the blood and {pirits til 
fuch time ( which is {peedy ) as 
the vital Lamp burns dim and fhort- 
ly becomes extinct, much like amas 
lignant combuftible halituous Mine- 
ral Sulphur which is fometimes 
found in Mines under the earth, 
which blows forth a Candle, and 
fometimes ftifles the vital fire of che 
Laborators. i

er: now Ferments are certain pow: 


ers in Nature whereby all things are 
put into a way ofchange either for 
good or bad, for, Ferments are the 
Parents of tranfmutation out of one 
form into another, or from one de- 


gree to enother, whereby things are 


brought on totheir higheft energy 
either for good or bad. by Fer- 
ments fixed things are made vola- 
tile, and volatile fix’d , they are the

Now every thing that has a. ve- 
getating life has alfo a ferment im- 
planted init w°? is a certain, working 
power whereby the wheel of Na- 
ture becomes ftirring, and activein 
that beeing, and demonftrates its felf 
‘a the feveral .gradations of the 
fame thing both in its production, 
increafe, (acmn): full growth , de- 
clining, and at, length pafling. off 
the ftage into another form. 

Now as Ferments are indemon- 
ftrable 4 priori, inafmuch as they are 
cettain original operative. powers 
which God has implanted in every 
natural beeing, and therefore there 
is not any thing ( priws., or ) be- 
fore them by. which they might 
be evidencd what they. are; buc 
they . thew. themfelves fufficient- 
ly that they are, and what they are 
by their fruiss, effects and fymp-

I tranfits through other digeftions, 
«| fitted for the fame purpofe to 
S|. bring the nutriment on by feveral 
degrees to become a balfamiek fpi- 
rituous liquor fit for irrigating and 
i nourifhing the folid parts , which 
| no folitary heat, thongh never {6 ar- 
tificially contrived, could without 
thefeinnate digeftions or ferments, 
ever bring to pafs ; therefore they 
demonftrate themfelves tobe. and 
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co do, what no other things can be 
or do belides themfelves. 

In like manner the’ Peff as- alfo 
fome other Difeafes are entiarealia, 
viz. real beeings, which have a_be- 
ginning, an encreafe, and growth, 
a fulnefs of ftature, whereby they 
either conquer that which they rife 
up againft, vix. the vital fpirit ,. or 
they are conquered and begin to 
decline and are as other natura! bee- 
ings tran{muted into other forms: 
Now I fay, the Pef# is not demon- 
{trable 2 priori, though the fpirit of 
the humane life as.confidered in its 
integrity and foundnefs is pre-ext- 
ftent before the feizing of the viru- 
jency of the peftiferous ferment, yet 
then they are as two diftinct beeings 
which ac their encounter ftrive for 
mafterhood , as two Antagonifts 
or Champions ftriving to van- 
quith one another.

every ferment is as an Imp or Sci- 
on of a Fruit-tree which hides in 
it felf the image of the whole Tree, 
and wants but time and the confpt- 
ring of feafons ( Art having Na- 
ture for its ground-work ) to fhew 
forth the Idea of the fame Tree 
it was taken from, both as to 
leaves, flowers, and fruit : fo that 
feeds are fmall in butk even fcarce 
imaginable, and yet thefe, accord- 
ing to the appointment of Godin 
Nature have ferments annexed to 
them, whereby the Idea’siof things 
affume to themfelves the elemental 
water fora body, wherein they dif- 
play the lively images of what lay 
dormant and not perceivable before 
in their minute corpulcles of Seed. 

All which folves us this Medical 
Phenomenon,viz. How it comes to

The Ancheus therefore is that in 
us which, firlt feels and. perceives 
the peftilent exs,. and‘ becomes. in-- 


* 
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Idea, which alfo gives entrance for 
the feminal peftilent character to 
lord it over allthe digeftions, by 
putting a ftop thereto, and caufing 
an inward putrefaction to over- 
fpread the whole body; whence 
mortal fymptoms and at length 
death it felf enfue. 

Now the Plague furprizeth the 
Archeus with an Idea of fear after 
a-twofoJd manner, vx. both by an 
external fear, as I may call it, which 
comes from the hearing of fuch-a 
mortal, unfrequent, tyrannous, in- 
fettions Difeafe ftirring abroad, 
whence oftentimes. a prefent horror 
fhakes a man at the unexpectednefs 
and uncothnefS of fuch news, and 
thofe who are moft ftartled with 
the novelty thereof, are the fooneft 
apprehended thereby , for Idea’s of 
fear and terrorare not meer empty 
nothings, nor yet meer entia ra- 
tionis, nor are idle,but become more 
active by induing forms, and aflu- 

ming 
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ming corporiety inthe putrid ex- 
crements of the body, more readily. . 
I fay, and more actually. in fome 
perfons then others. 

For: we fee there are fome con-: 
ftitutions: and tempers: fo far diffe- 

' rent from others, that though they 
may have Idea’s of forrow, heavi-: 
nefs,.melancholy by external cro 
fes, and thwarting providences, yet 
thofe Idea’s feize not upon the bo- 
dy, foas to put an anxioufnels and 
reftlefnefs upon the fpirits, nor to 
become: a Remora to the -digefti- 
ons, and induce a tabes from. a fret- 
ting nature, but.are laid afide-and 
they are cheerful: even in the midft 
of otherwife grieving Idea’s: 

Whereas on. the other hand,fome 
are Of fuch a fearful nature, that I- 
dea’s are not only begor in: their. i- 
maginative part, as well from pri- 
vative as pofitive objects; but-alfo 
thefe Idea’s hew forthro themfelves 
fhapes and affume corporiety; fo 
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as to become. rea! morbid Entities, 
to the prejudice of health, nay, ha- 
gard of the life ic felf, hence wa- 
ftings, and confumptions from fo- 
licitous anxious, & careful choughts 
or Idea’s, which often accelerate 
old age, and make a man become 
gray and withered , before he be 
well arriv’d to the prime of his 
years. But I have not time to ex- 
{patiate. 

Andas from’an external fear, fo 
a\lfo from an internal fear, the Ar- 
cheus may be furprized with ‘a ve- 
nomous and peftilentess ; as when 
from fome. infectious air, contas 
minated with unwholefom. fmells, 
the Archeus fecretly and inwardly 
( and, that it may be, without the 
expectation or fuppofition of the 
party)is feized upon with a ftrange 
kind of fear and terror, which it 
keeps lurking within its: own bos 
fom, and fo hatcheth its own Cock- 
atrice-eggs, which at length be-

Of the Jike nature’with this fear 
of the,.Archeus,, which begets the 
Peft ia, the. vital part, is. alfo. thofe 
fears ( though feizing. after ano- 
ther: manner ). which furprize the 
Archeus of thofe who-have a fecret 
antipathy -againft any, particular 
thing, who can giveino, rational ac- 
countiwhy they'have fucha fearor 
horror upon them at the prefence:

If then thefe ordinary and fre- 
quent Idea’s work thus, powerfully 
upon the Archeus of perfons, even 
in thecommon. tran{actions -be— 
tween meats with other objects, and 
the ftomach with its-legiflator the 
Archeus, fo. as to caufe fometimes 
ftrange and antick geftures, as in. 
the biting ofa Tarantula, that Spi- 
der of :Apulid; whole ftrange and 
heteroctice venenal Idea doth, take 

fuch: 
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fach imipreffion upon the Archeus 
of the bitten or infected perfon, as 
that ( (ub jugum trabitur Arche- 
us) it brings the Arches underits 
hatches, figns it with its own chara~ 
Ger, which is fo fermental, as that it 
prefently infinuates into the whole 
Archeus, and fo confequently into 
all its clyents, that it refts not, put- 
ting the body into antick poftures 
of dancing, till by the fuitablenefs 
of fome peculiar tone of mufick 
which pleafeth the Tarantida ( that 
imprefs d the Ideal-venom) -he falls 
into fuch a fic of dancing, as chat 
together with the motion of the bo- 
dy, the virulent macter whicht has 
gotinthe body, is wrought out by. 
{weat and transfpiration, and the 
poyfonous antick-Idea becomes 
worn out by the accefs of the other 
pleafant Idea, that the Areheus is 
brought into from the contonancy 
and harmony of the Mufick which 
at length worms outthe other. 
SO 
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So fikewife thae ftrange fermen- 
tal venomous Idea, that is commu— 
nicated to a man fromthe biting of 
#mad Dog, which caufeth a hydre— 
phobia, which is very plain , that 
what. is done, more then what: 
would have been from the bites of 
another Dog, is purely: Idea, for 
we fee that a common wound from 
a Dog or other beaft (unlefs: it felf 


be venenous)-has no {uch fymptoms. 


as accompany the wound ofa mad 
Dog, or other venomous creature , 
but is only a folicary wound, cura- 
ble by ordinary Balfoms , but from 
the venom of the biting of a mad 
Dog comes a kind of madling I- 
dea, which has‘its dimenfions and 
lineaments almoft exactly from the 
madling Idea of the Dog; fo that 
itis plainly Ideal, and alfo Fermen-

Therefore not only in the Plague 
but alfo im the {mail Pox,camp-Fea- 
vers, fpotted Feavers, putrid and 
other ‘malignant Feavers, the let- 
ting of blood is moft dangerous, if 
not prefently mortal ;. for it takes 
away not only the weapon Nature 
has to contend with , but alfo her

drawn,when Nature was brought to 
a low ebb, for then it cannot regain 
ftrength nothing neer fo. foon ,.as 
when without blooding, by a pow- 
erful Medicine, Nature is helped 
and returns to its ftrength. Alfo 
I have found , that if Nature be 
ftrong, and fome exotich pains, or | 
fome other flight Difeafe, that arife 
from the too great repletion of the 
Veins, as fometimes AZegrims, and 
Vertigo’s, pains in the head, ee: 
w"" arife from the intumefcence of 
: the 
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the bloody veffels of thofe parts, or 
elfe from a pungent acidity either in 
the blood,/atex,or aqua lymphatica, 
which may prick the Nervous and

defect of other Medicines ( which 
may correct that fpurious acidity, 
and tran{fpire the {uperfluous Jat ex 
which fwell’d the veffels: ) blood- 
ing may be a little indulg’d, bue 
not with too prodigal ahand.

Now to the point in hand., The 
blood boyling in the veflels froma 
virulent evs impreffed therein, fer- 
ments, and, like an evil leaven (from 
which, as:alfo fromthe working of 
Liquor , hath, the: name Ferment 
had its original ) works tillit have 
moulded all the principal. parts and 
humors of the: body into its own 
likenefs, in manner. of a gangtena- 
ted Ulcer, which feeds uponallnear 
it, and by its venomous Ferments, 
turns all; asfaras it goes, into its 
own likenefs of mortified fléth:

But if the contagious Ferment 
atts furioufly within, and that there 
is an obftipation or locking up of 
the Pores, (thofe little Portals 
through which fometimes the infe- 
Gtious odor is let in, as alfo fome- 
times lets forth the fame poyfonful 
Gaf ) then it commonly kills, be- 
fore any greatly manifeft fymptems 
of the outward parts break forth, 
till after an expiring of the vital {pi- 
rit, the virulent Ferment goes onto 
over—fpread the vegetative life in 
the faft digeftion, which it doth af- 
ter death: and fo, I fay, the Jaft 
digettion, viz. of the folid parts, be- 
comes alfo infected and. breaks 
forth, even after death, into fpots, 
puitul’s, and fwellings : for inthefe
